Sama Sound saves 


— 


In this column last week emphasis was laid on the absolute necessity of 
every business man and artizan, in fact of every individual developing their 
old-confidence as a necéssary first step towards solving the present business 
depression and consequent lack of employment. There is need for confidence 
by all, in themselves, in our business men and institutions, in Governments, 
and in our great wealth of God-given natural resources. 

Coupled with a return of such confidence there is need for the abandon- 
ment of present-day ideas of softness and ease and a .renewal of an old-time 
determination to work. If there is to be a return of prosperity and good 
times, it must be preceded by the old willingness and energy to work—a re- 
turn of those days when everybody was busy from morn till night and found 
real pleasure in their work. 

Shortly after his accession to the Premiership of Saskatchewan a few 
weeks ago, Hon. C. A. Dunning delivered several addresses before public 
bodies, and the keynote of each address was the need for confidence and the 
substantial grounds which existed to justify such confidence. oe —_— 

Hon. T. C. Norris, Premier of Manitoba, in an address to the Credit Men's 
Trust Association early last month, laid rit on the same 
the necessity for unremitting labor on the part of all citizens. 

If any men in the West today are in a position to size up the weaknesses 
of the present ‘situation; if there are any men who are confronted with heav- 
jer responsibilities and greater difficulties and problems than other men;° if 
there are men who might with reason feel a lack of confidence in the future, 
it is those men who as heads of Governments have had to deal daily with 
the scores of complaints and grievances arising out of the hard times of the 
past year. If these men can look to the future- with confidence, and are 
willing to devote their best energies and all their time in bringing about that 
betterment which is*to be had if it is gone alter in the right spirit and in an 
intelligent, determined manner, then there is no reason why others should be 
faint-hearted or lukewarm in effort. 

In his address to which reference has been made, Premier Norris made 
an important point which is deserving of the serious consideration of all 
workingmen in cities and towns. If, he said, they desired to know the rea- 
son why so many of the brightest’ young men and women left the country 
for the city it was this: In the city men agitated for an 8-hour day and a 44- 
hour week. Every time. they clipped anything off the working day or in- 
creased the pay by one cent an hour they created a condition which affected 
the farmers. Their men were anxious to come to the cities. If they short- 
ened the time for earning money they increased the time for spending money. 
Iivery advantage of that kind cost something more in the production of food. 
Living became more expensive. More men and women were added to the! 
ranks of the workers in the cities, with an inevitable increase in the number | 
of unemployed and added acuieness to the problems which the city worrer 
had to contend against.

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search Council, in a recent report that 
that body summarized in the medical 
magazine, the Lancet. His evidence 
lies in the latest Government tables 
of the expectation of life, but he can 
give no reason for the earlier demise 
of the urban dweller except that he 
ages earlier, which tie reviewer in 
the Lancet thinks is begging the ques- 
tion. After giving his opinion that 
the use of death rates in a commun- 
ity is very practical, the reviewer 
goes on: 

“At the age of 15 the rural male’s 
expectation of life is nearly two and 
h half years higher than that of the 
inhabitant of county boroughs at the 
same age. At the age of 40 the cor- 
responding expectations are 25.80 and: 
30.85 years; at 55 they are 15.48 and 
18.36 years respectively, and so on. 
That is, life on the average is shorter 
in town than in country; and this 
fact may, perhaps, be put justifiably 
in Dr. Brownlee’s words: ‘It has 
been rendered probable that the in- 
habitant of the country is at these 
ages (betweeff55 and 65) ‘biological- 
ly about six to seven years younger 
than the inhabitant of the town.’ 

“But the question remains as to 
the cause of the greater incidence of 
premature death in towns. Dr. 
Brownlee gives an unhesitating opin- 
fon on this point. Thus dealing with 
valvular disease of the heart, which 
has a higher standardized death rate 
in country boroughs than in rural 
districts in the proportion of 85 to 62, 
he concludes that the amotnt-of this 
disease is much the same in all dis- 
tricts when judged by the life-table 
death rate; and that it is not a mat- 
ter of more of the disease being pres- 
ent in a city, it is rather a matter of 
the disease developing at earlier ages. 

“Dr. Brownlee’s view is that prema- 
ture aging of the tissues is an im- 
portant factor in the earlier age at 
death in towns. Does this statement 
help us much? The fact is obvious 
that if death is preceded by senes- 
cence, senescence is earlier in urban 
than in rural communities. But by 
the term senescence we are led to 
think of processes which are approxi- 
mately normal ds age advances. 
Some of these may in reality belong 
to the same categories as the injuries 
-—pathological invasion by microbes; 
mechanical injury, or toxins—which 
shorten life before old age. But to 
rest content with the proposition 
that urban life means premature old 
age stops short of investigation 
which may led to the discovery of 
the maleficent agents producing pre- 
mature old age. In cancer it may be 
a dietetic error. An excessive meat 
diet and the influence of alcoholic or 
nicotine excess haye been suggested 
in this connection. 

“Scientific knowledge is extended 
by increasing differentiation of 
causes, not by being contented with 
any readily acquired generalization, 
whether it is senescence, or ascites, 
or marasmus, of malnutrition, or 
poverty, or any other medical or_so 
cial complex.”

Ottawa.—There are in Canada at 
least 37,000 square miles of peat 
bogs, with deposits from five to ten 
feet deep, and it is estimated that 
each square mile contains on an 
average the equivalent of 430,000 
tons of coal. The Council for Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research at Ot- 
tawa after considering the problem 
of making Canada’s fuel consump-

Winnipeg.—Western Canada _ re- 
cently welcomed the first contingent 
of its 1922 army ef settlers from 
Europe and the United States when 
350 persons—men, women and chil- 
dren—arrived at the Canadian Pa- 
cific and Union depots. Immigra- 
tion officials state that the influx 
for the season definitely is “on.” 

All these settlers will go on the 
Jand in Manitoba and the western 
provinces. The new arrivals, for 
the most part, are family parties 
with effects or money, or both, and 
their intention is to farm on the 
prairies and not to migrate to the 
cities. 

Manitoba’s share of these settlers 
was a farmer group of 111 persons 
who expect to locate on farms. Fam- 
fly groups composed this party al- 
most. entirdly. Additional parties 
were bound a Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta and British Columbia. 

A party of 50 immigrants ar- 
rived from Roscoe, Minnesota, and 
was accompanied by 9 cars of ef- 
fects. All are bound for the west- 
ern provinces. Hazel Dell, Saskat- 
chewan, was the destination of 6 of 
the cars, one went to Melrose, Sas- 
katchewan, one to Clyde, Alberta, 
and one to Cudworth, Saskatchewan.
